1 . First, it should be noted that while the Transmittal Form dated 7/20/2005 
indicates there is an Appeal Communication to TC, and also Applicants stated that "A 
Notice of Appeal is concurrently filed herewith", the Notice of Appeal is absent from 
Applicants' communication on 7/20/2005. 

2. With respect to Applicants' argument "There is no disclosure or suggestion in the 
Murphy patent that wood composites may be bonded to high pressure laminates using 
a foamed polyvinyl acetate-based adhesive" (Remarks, page 4, 5"^ paragraph), the 
Examiner repeats (see Office action dated 1/21/2005, page 3) that IVlurphy teaches a 
method of installing a surface covering material, nowhere has Murphy indicated that his 
invention is limited to flooring. In fact. Murphy expressly teaches that installing a 
surface covering material on a surface such as a floor surface, countertop, etc., are 
known analogous art (column 1, lines 16-18), and installing floor covering is just a 
typical example for bonding a sheet of surface covering material on a substrate surface 
(column 3, lines 20-21), as such Murphy's teaching of installing a sheet of surface 
covering to a substrate cleiarly encompasses a known substrate surface countertop of 
particle board (wood composite). Applicants' argument to the contrary notwithstanding.
